THE 44TH INTERSTOFF AUTUMN/WINTER 1981-82 


OVERVIEW: Interstoff, in spite of poor 
attendance, empty booths and late timing, 
Still remains the important international 
fabric fair and, although most serious 


buying is done at earlier fairs, Interstoff 


remains confirmation of color and trends 
seen at Fabrex, Premiere Vision and Idea- 
como. 


Emphasis was on fabrics for cold weather 
dressing, especially winter cottons as an 
alternative to wool, luxurious and expen- 
sive cloths of superb quality. Also, the 
explosion of prints--ethnic and conversa- 
tional, the wonderful variety of knits and 


more unusual contrasts of texture and en-_ 


semble coordination of fabrics often 
achieved by coloration. The classics 
continue, updated by use of color. 


THE FABRICS: 
Wool and blends...The Rustics 
Chanel tweeds, shetlands, Harris tweeds, Prince 


of Wales and district checks...Softies: brushed, 


polished, felted, mohair, alpaca, cashmere, 
fleece, melton, wool velour, broadcloth, loden, 
blanket looks from classic plaids to ethnic. 
Light-weights: challis, etamine, sheer merino 
and twill. 


Winter Cottons: Thin, brushed for shirtings, 
heavily brushed at times on both sides, re- 
versible, quilted, coated, sueded, most 
directional bottom weights are sueded... 
uncut corduroy, duvetyne, velveteen, 
moleskin. 


Luxurious: Silk...velvet, brocade, cloque, 
"gutsey" satin, moire, thin yarn-dyed 
taffeta, sometimes shot with gold, blended 
with wool for faille and twill, printed, 
brushed, sheer...chiffon, georgette, lace. 


The Knits: In a wide variety from softly brushed 
hairy surfaces to fleece and blanket looks 
..-double jersey, large gauge with the 
appearance of Irish handknits or Chanel tweeds, 
single jersey blended with rabbit hair or 


angora, matte jersey, raschelle and chenille 


knits, reversible...quilted, 
double-faced, felted, striped, 
jacquarded...many are shot with 
gold. 


Decoration: 
Gold and Glitter: For day and 


evening in knits and wovens, 
printed on cotton and silk, lame, 
in all weights,plain and crink- 
led, gold threads quilting 

sheer wool. Some silver was 
also used, as well as embroid- 
ery. 


Pleating: "Fortuny" pleats, to 1/2" 


pleats; fancy patterned pleat- 
ing. When not pleated, they 
were often printed or crinkled 
to resemble pleating. 


The Prints: Ethnic and Conversa- 


tional, Peruvian, Aztec, geo- 
metric stripings and all-overs 
..-Paisleys from large scale 
dramatic kashmirs to brush 

stroke amoebas, feather paisleys, 
camouflage in unusual coloration; 
foulards, heraldics, batik, 
middle European florals, floral 
block prints, mosaics, home- 
furnishing large scale florals, 
fruit and nut patterns, winter 
scenes, hunting and sport 

motifs. Stripes continue... 
shadow, hairline, regimental, 
club, panama, plaids - newest 

in small scale patterns and color- 


ways especially ancient madder.
